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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Contrary to applicants' remarks that the 782 
publication and the '579 patent, taken alone or in combination, fail to teach or suggest "information on a compression rate of image data for 
a format conversion to be performed by a connected apparatus, as recited by Claim 1", it is maintained that the combination does teach a 
"format conversion to be performed by the connected apparatus" since the connected apparatus "decodes" the data sent by the image- 
forming apparatus. That is, both encoding and decoding may be considered as "format conversions" 
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
